As he saw th e situation realistically, France could

been impugned.

program for m aking at least token paym ents, but 
since they m ay be associated in the new governm ent 
tiie debts are bound to be discussed.

In 1905 a group of devout Christian people of 
Lisbon organized a Holiness Mission for the pur­ 
pose of preserving and promulgating the W es­

In the spring of 1909 they were organized into

with 22 members, the organization being effected 
by Rev. Arthur Zeppof. of New Galilee. Pa. 
In 
the same year the congregation called their first 
pastor, Rev. H. H ater of Canton. 
The new organization began to make plaas for 
a building and soon a lot 
was purchased on 
C hestnut st. 
On M arch 29, 1911, the State of 
Ohio granted them a charter. 
Rev. Tuttle then 
assumed the pastorate 
and

coining the present site of the church was put- 
cheaed . nd the Chestnut st property was sold 
and the proceeds were used in remodeling the 
dwelling house on the new property to accom­ 
modate the congregation. 
That building stood 
intact until the present structure was built. 
The Lisbon congregation Is one of the eldest. 
in the Pittsburgh district 
When it was organ­ 
ized in 1909 there were only six other churches 
In the district. 
Today there arc 130. 
The program of the Lisbon church has been 
distinctively evangelistic and since its beginning 
hundreds of anxious seekers have knelt at its 
altars. 
Tile Lust, few years have brought real 
progress to the program of the church. 
In this last year the church membership in­ 
creased 8 per cent, the Sunday school 13 per cent 
and over $2,000 retired on the total indebtedness.
